BUSINESS MEN AND FREE COINAGE. 

How D<»oMiDg of Pri^e« WoqIiI Alf^t th« 
S«l^ of (icMMln, 

.A larpr*. I'l.ajority of the hnsiness men 
of this iim’itry are ojubimsI to free coin- 
age ami the adoption of the silver stand- 
ard. But in a few states, ontsiile of tbe 
silver pnslncing becti.insof the emutry. 
Some merchants hare been ksl to favor 
the cheap money movement thr..ngh a 
mistaken ls*lief that frts* silver, by giv- 
ing ns m..re money, would increase the 
demaml for all kimLs of gessis and thns 
a<M t4> the pnlits of maunfiicturers ami 
tr:ulers. AnotiMT reason for the support 
by some bnsiue.ss men of the free coin- 
age scheme is their belief that the prirrs 
of all gmsls in stis-k w.aihl be ihAiMed 
by tin- iifl.iptiiRi of the silver stamlanL 

That free .silver would bring a bnsi- 
nes.s bis.'.m, whi.-h wonhl euconnige in- 
dnstry aud make tbe •x.niitry m<ire pnw- 
p»-rons, is a favorite assertion of the sil- 
verites. Hnt they never attempt to show 
how this wnuhl be done, or how the 
cr.nsmui'tion of gtsMis of all kinds npou 
which the volume of exchanges depends 
Wonhl be stimulated by tbe doubling of 
prices, or by stamping ‘‘one dollar” on 
all the silver bullion in the ooantry. 
People do not eat, drink or wear money. 
If there were large stores of silver dol- 
lars in.stea.1 of hnllioo, trade ami indus- 
try wonhl not in any way be increasvsl, 
while it is cert.ain that the imnieriiate 
result of doubling prio* by the silver 
stamhird wonhl be a great falling f.ff in 
the ileniand for gtsxls, since the work- 
iugim n of the cemntry would fiml their 
w:igps buying only half as miu'h as <m 
the gold standard. If the bnsineas man 
who lias been attracted by the specious 
pr.>niis4.sof the silverites will reflect for 
a moment, he will s*w that instead of 
encouraging trailc the effect of doubling 
prii-es Would be to can.se people to buy 
less goisls. Does he want that kind of 
‘‘fnsi silver prosperity?” 

It is true that the price of goud.s in 
Brix-k wouhl be increased, but this would 
be mtTely a temporary benefit, and the 
loss to UK-rchaiits thitsigh the payment 
of all outstanding aicounts in 50 cent 
dollars wtrald far fiutweigh the slight 
gain iu that directi«w. So that in this 
case al.sf> free «*uinage wonhl be a posi- 
I tive injury. Ami tbe panic which would 
inevitably fidlow such a financial up- 
heaval as the change from tbe gold to 
tho silver standard wonhl bring wide- 
spread min aud disaster. 

SILVER AND SAVINGS BANKS. 

Free rninacr Woald Have Ihe EiTeet •( 

WIpiag Oat One-half the Depoalta. 

A tailor wbiishimhl insist ou his cus- 
tomer accepting a suit of clothes worth 
only half os much as the one paui for 
I wouhl be cuusiilered either a fool or a 
rogue. The agitators fur a debust^l cur- 
rency which wouhl permit debtors to 
pay their credit, .rs in dollars worth ooe- 
half of those they borrowed need not 
complain if plain people use plaiu lan- 
guage iu si»-akiiig Ilf their scheme. The 
I silverxtes claim they are being nnfairlv 
almsed when they are called dishonest or 
repndia*i.rs. A single illustnition will 
show whether they are not correctly de- 
acribeth 

Tlicre are in the various savings 
banks of this country deposits amount- 
ing t.) $I,9»4),744.000. This large snm 
reiue^uts the bttle savings of years by 
Working men and women, small bnsi- 
nesa men oml farmers. On the passage 
of a free coinage law th.-se dep 4 «its 
wonhl be payable in silver dollars worth 
only 50 cents and having a purchasing 
p.'Wer one- ha If less than our present 
dollar. As the banks keep very little 
money on band they would not be able 
to Day their depositors in gold, even 
though they wished, aa their loans would 
be payable in silver, and of coune their 
dcbpjrs Would pay iu tbe cheap dollars. 
The result w.-nld infallibly he that fine- 
half of the entire saving!, bank <lepoiiits 
of tho cirantry wnuhl he wiped out, 
P’’8ft'o*!ly stolen from their owuera and 
given to those who had borrowed them. 
Would not tbia be dishonest? Is it not 
sjmple repudiation? And, if ao. what 
are the men who advocate it?
